THE KINCHOW RIOT. 


Magistrate afd Family 
Butchered. 
(Chinese Mail’s Bervice )

.. His Excelloney Wu, the Odicer Ad- 
ministering the governmont, received 
a wire from the Buroau for foreign 
affaira at Tung Hing to the offect that 
Magistrate Sung Chou. Yuen and 
nineteen mombera of hia family hod, 
boen butchored by-the riotors. 

His Excellency ‘Wu wired to Kin- 
chow for confirmation, but up to the 
present no reply haz boen received, 

Under orders from the Acting 
Viceroy, Admiral Li Chun left for the 
seono of tho riot on board the Chiyuen 
with two regimenta, 

Admiral Taun, of Canton, was sum- 
moned to tho Vicoroyalty yosterday, 
and so far as can be discovered Tsun 
has been instructed to get another two 
rogiments ready for dogpatch at any 
moment to tho scene. 

Thero ig mueh excitement here. 
among the officials, ond all telegraph 
stations aro under orders to accept no 
telegrama about tho riot. . 

A telegram embodying tho above 
was handed to tho.telograph office here 
for transmission to you yesterday but 
was refused,. On enquiries being made, 
the fact has been elicited that all 
stationa in the two Kwong Provincoa 
have similar instructions. Furthor 
developments will have to go by post. 

The Chiyuen left Hongkong to-day 
for Pakhoi with 800 Chineso troops 
eboard. 


THE MORRISON CENTENARY. 
(From Our QOorrespondent. ) 
Cantox, Septetaber 7. 

The second of the serios of Morrison 
Centonary Mectings took placo yesterday 
and again the great tabornaclo was thronged. 
Special invitationy wore sent to the schools 
throughout the city and hundreds of tho 
students camo. The programme was inter- 
sporsed with music, both instrumental and 
vocal, and the Military Band rendered a 


number of selections, being heartily ap. 


plouded each tire, 

The first address was by Rev. 0. Fy 
Wisner, D.D., President. of the Canton 
Christinn College. His subject was “Ono 
Hundred Years of Missionary Work in 
China.” He spoke first of the change of 
fecling-that has taken place sinco Morrison’s 
dase was not wanted and China 
was satisfied with tho old stato of things, 
The speaker noxt discussed the changes in 
conditions, dwelling upon means of com- 
munication, international relations, and 
internal political changes, The major portion 
of the addross was taken up in discussing 
tho influence of missionaries upon China. 
There aro now 4000 missionaries in the 
Empire. Thoy have brought the idea of 
God ; thoy havo helped by means of liter 
ature. Jn this connection the work of the 
great scholars, Legge and Williams, Faber 
and Allen was referred to. Christian 
Educational work was emphasized. .Now 
there.aro 60,000 pupilsin Christiun schools, 
and there aroa number of strong, well- 
equipped Christian colle,es in the Wmpire. 
Christian missionaries have taken ‘an 
active part in all trac roform movements, 
anti-opium work, tho founding of schools 
for girls and women, anti-footbinding 
socictics, nnd repeatedly they have assisted 
in relief work in times of famine and flood. 
The address was concluded with a biief 
reaume of modiéal missionary work. Tho 
work of the late Dr. “Kérr was especially 
emphasized. His Chinese name “ Ka 
T-shang,” is known throughout South 
Chinn. Now thero are in China 300 
Western doctors who have 6,000 Chineso 
assistants, All this work has boen done 
notfor self but ‘for Christ and humanity.

IN THE FLOOD. 


Experiences of the Recent 
“Inundations in Japan, — 


After aovoral days’ teavy walking wo 
had settled down for n day or two at 
Amanohnshidate ‘intending to finish up 
‘our holiday by taking the train back to 
Osaka, As'we bad a couple of days to 
spare befors the steamer sailed from Kobo 
we decided to break the long train journey 
at Fukuchiyama, the largest town between 
Anmnohnshidate’ and Osaka, We reuchod 
Fukuchiyama iu the afternoon, and as tho 
rain was falling heavily, settled down ‘in 
an. inu without taking much notice of tho 
town or its neighbourhood. 

We naturally rotirod (0 rest fairly enxly, 
but about 1.30 a.m, tho inn-keoper woke 
ug up and told us that wo had-bettor get 
up as thore was méro thana foot of water 
in‘ the house. Wo went down to see, and, 
sure enough, the street outside had noarly 
tivo foot of water, What werd we-to do? 
Tho inn-keopor advised ua to atay whero 
wo wore and for some time wo did go, but 
the river behind, soparated from us-only 
by a broad embankment, was rising 
rapidly. oo x ; 

jin & short time we saw soldiers ‘out 
trying to atop a breach in the embankment, 
A tow minutes moro and tho bridgo atross 
the river gavo way with a thundering crash, 
Our inn ‘looked in great danger and if we 
waited niuch longer all hope of getting out 
of it would ho gone, 

Tho inn-keoper decided that it was 
better to go. So, bundling up sme 
nocessaries in a bag, and clothed in nothing 
but 9 rain-cont, we sought shelter in an. 
other and more securo-looking house. Ino 
Bhort timo this, too, began tu look unsafo

Dbouring roof, This was certainly the most 
secure spot that could bo found. 

As day dawned the extent and increasing 
violence of the mischief hegan to be seen.

Later in the afternoon I got a Japnneso 
military officer to row mo to the milway 
station av I wished to seo if thero, was any 
railway. Tho station-master informed me 
that there would bo no trains for sevon 
days as tho Hino had boen washed away in 
fire places and there were no bridges; 
rickshas, too, were hopoless as thera wero 
no roads in o great many places, Wo woro 
in great difficulties, We had to get back 
to Kobo to catch the Aki Maru. 

In vain we tried for coolies, No mattor 
how much we offered, evary man refused 
At last about 6.45 in the evening we aceur-

A more hopoloss journey one could 
hardly imagine. We wero two Europeans 
poreft of practically all dur goods, with

—under the guidance of a Japanese coolio, 
‘As wo procooded the: darkness deepencd 
till wo" simply felb our way along, now 
through a river, again over a dilapidated 
mountain pass, overy moment expecting 
to fall 20 or 80 feat ovar some non-oxistent 
bridge.
